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Non-Teachers Seek 12% Wage Hike © 


Employees of the Placentia 
Unified School District, who are not 
credentialed (teachers), are asking 
for a 12 per cent wage boost, a cost of 
living contingency fund ‘‘to offset 
possible loss of purchasing power’’ 
in addition, and a fully paid fringe 
benefit package. 

The opening ‘document for 
negotiations was presented to the 
PUSD board of trustees by Ray 
Oliver, chairman of the California 
Schools Employees’ Association 
(CSEA) research committee. 

CSEA locally represents 460 
classified employees. 

Demands by the group include: a 
cost of living general salary increase 


of 12 per cent; a cost of living 
contingency fund to offset possible 
loss of future purchasing power; an 
adjustment in present summer 
session secretarial/clerical position 
pay schedules and a new study base 
of comparable school districts for 
purposes of salary and job 
comparisons. 

Other,requests are: a fully paid 
fringe benefit package including 
health, life, paid prescription, 
physical examination and dental 
benefits; a partially paid fringe 
benefit plan for three-hour employ- 
ees; added fringe benefits for retired 
employees including employee’s 
spouse and a retirement option at 


age SS. 

Continuing: released time for 
appropriate number of delegates to 
attend CSEA annual conference as 
allowed by CSEA state by-laws; 
district sponsorship of employees at 
job-related conferences and semin- 
ars; additional vacation credit after 
seven years and a paid holiday 
during Spring Recess. 

Justification for the demands, a 
letter signed by Oliver states is: 
“recognizing the low ratio of 
classified employees to both student 
enrollment and management and 
supervisory personnel, it is our 
contention that services rendered by 
our relatively small group meet a 


high standard of professionalism 
which complements the standards 


the; district as a whole strives to, 


provide.”’ 

The classified employees are 
seeking, as a cost of living 
adjustment, ‘‘one cent per hour for 
each full 0.4 of a point increase in the 
applicable index above the base 
indexes. In no event will a decrease 
in the pay scales be provided for in 
the agreement.”’ 

Other economic issues in the 
demands include that three hour 
employees be offered the district 
fringe benefit package, with the 
employee paying half the cost. A 


fringe benefit package is to. be 


provided for both retired employee 
and spouse and the retirement age 
will be lowered to’5S with eligibility 
for paid fringe benefit package for 
both retired employee and spouse. 
In addition the employees are 
asking for released time for CSEA 
delégates (two delegates for each 
150 members and one for each 
additional 100 or fraction thereof). 
Also: that the district agree to 
provide reléased time for employees 
to attend conferences and seminars 
of job-related nature and to pay for 
registration and limited expenses 
related to such attendance. 
Further: after completion of seven 
years of district service, additional

BUDGET HEARINGS 
AND 
FIRE INSURANCE 

You may have missed your last 
opportunity to express your opinion 
on how more than $6 million of your 
money will be spent. 

City councilmen, three newly 
elected, have been looking over the 
annual document which gives the 
guidelines for spending $6,612,999 
of taxpayers’ money. 

The sessions are open to the 
public but have attracted few 
interested citizens. Placentia resi- 
dents who have an interest may not 
realize that their comments are 
appropriate and welcome. 

Turnouts for budget hearings 
have been notoriously sparse. 
Placentia, having a somewhat 
mobile population, may not attract 
as much of this type of input as an 
older, longer settled section. 

However, the $6 million will 
unquestionably be spent over the 
next 12 months. The council, in the 
past few years, after adding a S per 
cent assessment to our utility bills, 
has lowered the property tax a few 
cents. There, however, is no 
guarantee on this procedure and 
citizens could find themselves, 
instead, with no tax relief or even a 
tax boost. 

The time to talk is now, if you have 
not missed your last opportunity. 
City council was expected to meet in 
public session Tuesday night. If they 
finish their deliberations, they could 
take a vote and adopt the budget 
then. If not, you still have a chance to 
talk at a final meeting on Tuesday, 
June 29. The budget legally must be 
adopted by June 30.

Bradford House Fate 
May Be Decided 


A final public hearing which may 
seal the fate of the Bradford 
Heritage House, the home of the 
founder of the city of Placentia, has 
been scheduled by the Placentia City 
Council for Tuesday, July 6. 

The house is located on Palm 
Drive, north of Yorba Linda 
Boulevard. Bradford House propon- 
ents lost their bid to use public funds 
to restore and maintain the home as 
a heritage house by 220 votes in the 
recent city election. The measure on 


the ballot, however, did not indicate 
that voters demanded that the house 
be torn down. 

The most recent tribulation for the 
home brought before city council 
Tuesday night is the hike in the cost 
of new fire insurance which expires 
June 30. A figure of $1,600 was 
quoted for a six months period. 

None of the council members 
asked why fire insurance is being 
carried on a vintage home which 
could not be authentically replaced 


at any cost nor even partially rebuilt 
as a7S5 year old structure. The policy 
apparently does not allow for any 
other liability. 

Tom Shipkey, broker for the 
insurance policy said the reason for 
the increase in the cost is because 
the house is not occupied. ‘‘That is 
basically why the increase, rather 
than the condition of the wiring,’’ he 
reported. It was pointed out at the

Conducting salary negotiations 
entirely behind closed doors, the 
trustees of the Placentia Library 
District Thursday night voted to 
accept a combined salary package, 
without any public comment. 

The action was taken in a public 
meeting. 

Included in the package was the 
recently negotiated 12'2% boost in 
pay for library staff associated with 
the Orange County Employees 
Association. Also added were equal 
or greater salary hikes for Library 
Director David Snow, Principal 
Librarian, Salvatore Addotta, Ad- 
ministrative Secretary Gloria Mattie 
and custodian, Alex Garza. 

Agreement on their salary raises 
had been reached before the other 
negotiations were concluded, Snow 
stated, pointing out that the wage 
scale is low in the county. 

Library director and principal 


librarian received a 1S per cent raise 
each; the administrative secretary a 
20 per cent increase and the 
custodian a 12% per cent. 

Snow indicated the secretarial 
post had been improved because of 
additional work involved in the labor 
negotiations. However, he said the 
position is still a 40-hour-a-week job 
and that the previous secretary ‘‘had 
done work all over the library.”’ 

The salary ranges now run from 
$1,404 to $1,709 a month for the 
library director; $1,114.53 to 
$1,357.20 per month for the 
principal librarian; $737 to $898 a 
month for the administrative 
secretary and custodian, $689.87 to 
$840.67. 

Snow, who has been director of 
the library for five years, has a

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Council Revises 
Business, Copy Fees 


An annual revision of city fees, 
placing a higher assessment on 
professional tenants in the city and 
their employees and dropping the 
cost of copying official documents 
from $1 for the first page to 10 cents 
a page, was adopted Tuesday night 
by the Placentia City Council. 

The vote was unanimous. 

Included in the provision was that 
anyone holding receipts from 
January 1, 1976 for copying services 
reflecting the $1 rate, is eligible for a 
refund to the 10 cent charge. The 
change reflects an amendment in 
state law making it illegal to charge 
more than the 10 cent levy without 
some additional cause. 

Professional persons with a 
business address in Placentia, will 
now be required to pay a $50 
business license tax and $10 a year 
for each nonprofessional employee. 

The fee is charged in lieu of an 
assessment based on gross receipts, 
concerning which professionals in 
the city, testifying before city 
council have shown considerable 
animosity. 

Frank Dunnavant, Director of 
Finance for Placentia, said that the 
new rates, make Placentia fees high 
when compared to other cities. 

A list of vocations the city now 


considers professional includes: 
accountant, appraiser, architect, 
assayer, attorney, auditor, bacter- 
iologist, biologist, bond broker, 
certified public accountant, chemist, 
chiropodist, civil engineer, com- 
mission merchant, consultant, 
credit reporter, dental technician, 
dentist, designer, medical doctor, 
draftsman, drugless practitioner, 
electrical. engineer, electrologist, 
geologist, insurance adjuster, in- 
surance broker, interior decorator, 
laboratory technician, landscape 
architect, manufacturer’s agent, 
mechanical engineer, mining engin- 
eer, murses, oculist, optician, 
optometrist, physician, profess- 
ions, psychiatrist, psychologist, 
publicity agent, real estate broker, 
stockbroker, surgeon, surveyor, tax 
counselor and veterinary. 

Also included in the code is that 
any professional with a business 
address outside the city who 
engages in his profession within the 
city shall pay a flat business license 
tax of $60 a year. 

Justification for the increase, 
Dunnavant explained, is that a 
professional may gross from $60,000 
to $200,000 and pay only $25 to $40 
in business license tax.

Young children should always be watched carefully. in such places, but 
this was the least childproof we’ve seen in a permanent type amusement 
park. Operator safety precautions are needed on the same rides. 

A few feet of air is adequate protection from moving parts as long as one is 
alert, but a moment’s carelessness could be tragic. 

After long hours of dealing with large crowds and hot sun, it’s hard to stay 
alert. A moment’s horseplay could be equally disastrous. Simple barriers 
should be erected so that a misstep will not lead to a serious accident. The 
cost is miniscule compared to the cost of damage suits and really adverse 
publicity. Hopefully, the necessary precautions will be taken as construction 
goes along, before a major accident proves the need. 

For the visitor mature enough to stay on the regular paths, it’s a delightful 


place to spend some time.

School Untons Grow

The California School Employees 
Association (CSEA) (with whom 
Placentia Unified School District 
classified employees are affiliated), 
has scored resounding victories in 
the opening round of collective 
bargaining elections for classified 
school employees, the group reports 
this week. 

In Ventura County’s Fillmore 
Unified School District yesterday, 
the vote was an overwhelming 103-7 
in favor of CSEA. 

At Stockton’s San Joaquin 
Community Delta College, CSEA 
was named exclusive bargaining 
agent with 172 ‘‘yes’’ and 7 ‘‘no 
votes. 

Ballot choices in both districts 
were CSEA and ‘‘no representa- 
tion.” 

And at CSEA’s state headquart- 
ers in San Jose, officials said an 
additional 302 districts, with 
$0,000-plus classified employees, 


have recognized CSEA as exclusive 
bargaining agent. 

Erle Howery, CSEA’s public 
relations director, added that ‘‘to 
date and to our knowledge, no other 
union has been recognized as the 
exclusive classified employee agent 
for any district in the state.’ 

Upcoming elections have been 
tentatively scheduled in four Los 
Angeles County school districts: 
Rosemead Elementary, El Monte 
Elementary, South Pasadena Uni- 
fied, and Wiseburn Elementary. An 
election in San Diego County, at 
Lemon Grove Elementary, is slated 
this month. 

Remaining representational elec- 
tions throughout the state will be 
conducted by the state Educational 
Employment Relations Board next 
fall. 

CSEA, with more than 70,000 
members, is the nation’s largest 
classified school employees organi- 
zation.

After 
that they went to the first 
church where the first 


meeting was held in 1912. 
Next they went to the first 
apartment building called 
Holloway Apartments. It is 
still standing. 

Those were just a few of 
the historic sites the 
Fairmont Elementary 
School fifth graders visited 
on their Bicentennial histor- 
ic hometown tour.

There was a man named 
Bernardo Yorba who had 3 
wives and 21 children. By 
the Santa Ana Canyon 
River. He built his house 
out of adobe. Everytime he 
had a child he would build 
another room and too he 
was treated like a king.

Linda goes back to the 18th 
century. Yorba Linda got its 
name from the last name of 
Bernardo Yorba and Linda 
from the Spanish name 
which means pretty.

FLY CONTROL ON THE 
HORSE RANCH-Part 3: 
CHEMICAL CONTROL 
Correctly chosen and appli- 
ed chemicals are effective in 
controlling flies. For best 
results, use insecticides as a 
supplement to good sanita- 
tion and manure manage- 
ment. 

Several chemicals are 
available for fly control on 
horse property, These are 
sold under many brand 
names and are formulated 
as baits, wettable powders, 
emulsifiable concentrates, 
space sprays, and repellant 
sprays or dressings. 

Choose the _ insecticide 
and formulation that best 
suit your ranch or stable 
needs and those that will be 
most economical. The 
following will help you in 
making a choice: 

Persistent insecticides, 
when applied as surface 
sprays, are usually the most 
effective and economical 
compounds for controlling 
flies. 

A quick knockdown insec- 
ticide, applied as a surface 
spray, is advantageous if 
immediate reduction of 
adult flies is necessary; 
baits are generally most 
useful if applied at the same 
time as a surface spray; 
space sprays or fogs are 
most valuable when quick 
kill of large numbers of flies 
is desired. 

They are useful in killing 
flies congregated in an 
enclosed area, such as the 
tack room or office. 

Space sprays or fogs have 
little value in open stalls or 
outdoor areas because they 
have no residual effect and 


the spray droplets are 
easily dispersed by wind 
currents; repellent sprays 
or dressings, for use 
directly on the animals, 
have little or no residual 
effect and so give only 
temporary relief against 
flies; larvicides are best 
used as spot treatments to 
control fly larvae that have 
developed in areas wet by 
water-trough overflow or by 
heavy rainfall. They may 
also be used to control fly 
larvae in manure storage 
piles.
